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Re farence books are the foundation blocks upon which great collections are built. Without these 
catefully researched works, some written only after a lifetime's study, the understanding of coins, and by 


association their value - historic, social, economic, artistic and monetary would be lost. 


The Prospero library is one of the most important numismatic libraries to come onto the market in recent 
years. Although it is not as extensive as those of M&M or Herbert Kreindler, and not as academically 
important as that of Georges Le Rider, it does focus solely on Greek numismatics and as such contains 
many of the most important catalogues and references written on this vast and fascinating area of 
numismatics. Perhaps more importantly, in terms of quality the Prospero library is unsurpassed. 


The vast majority of books have been carefully and beautifully bound. Some originally but many recently, 
with a large proportion by that great bindery - Sangorski & Sutcliffe, London’s oldest and most prestigious 
bookbinders, who are responsible for some of the most beautiful and ornate bindings of the twentieth 
century. One such example is Catharine Lorber’s work on the coinage of Amphipolis. The Prospero 
copy has been exquisitely bound using the very symbol seen on the coinage, the distinctive race torch, 
gilt embossed on both boards and repeated down the elegantly decorated spine. It ts one of a number 
of books within the library which show how the quality and craftsmanship of a skilled binder can turn a 
reference book of intellectual value into a work of art in its own right. 


The lavish treatment of this book shows that it is not just the rarest and most expensive of titles which 
have been so carefully considered. A number of the more readily available, classic works on Greek 
coins have been given similar treatment. Barclay Head’s ‘Historia Numorum’ which has been splendidly 
bound in full crimson goatskin is just one, George Hill’s beautiful work ‘Select Greek Coins’ is another, 
as ate two of Charles Seltman’s guides to Greek coins, ‘Masterpieces of Greek Coinage’ and ‘A Book of 
Greek Coins.’ Two small, inexpensive and often overlooked introductions to the subject which have been 
transformed by the attentions of a skilled bookbinder. 


Most of the major reference books published during the last century or more relating to the coinage of 
Magna Graecia, mainland Greece and Asia Minor are included here, as well as publications of important 
collections, Sylloges and important auction catalogues. Babelon’s monumental Traité is an obvious 
example, whilst other titles worthy of particular mention are Béule’s sumptuously bound work on the 
coinage of Athens, Boehringer’s seldom offered work on the coinage of Syracuse. Rizzo’s beautiful 
masterpiece, ‘“Monete Greche Della Sicilia’ is another standout piece, along with Robinson and Clement’s 
very rarely seen volume on the Excavations at Olynthus. There are also fine examples of many of the 
major published collections - that of the British Museum, the Jameson collection, Regling’s catalogue of 
the Warren collection, along with the Gulbenkian and the highly important Weber collection. Complete, 
original sets of SNG Copenhagen and Von Aulock are both present and in the auction catalogues, a 
complete set of the famous Ars Classica/Naville sales along with the Hirsch catalogue of Athanasious 
Rhousopoulos’s wonderful collection are just two of the highlights. 


The books within this catalogue present the collector with a wonderful opportunity to add to their own 


library and for those who have not yet begun, a fantastic place to start the wonderful journey of building 
a library of their own.

The Gillet collection is without doubt one of the most extensive and beautiful collections 
of Greek coins sold in the twentieth century. Gillet was a prolific collector, well known 
for his impeccable taste and after his death in 1972, the decision was taken to sell some 
of the highlights from the collection. The 253 coins chosen formed the now famous 
Kunstfteundes sale held jointly by M&M and Bank Leu in Zurich, 1974 (see item number 
243 for an exceptionally fine copy of this sales catalogue). The photographs of the complete 
collection were taken, probably by Silvia Hurter prior to the collection’s dispersal, and 
provide the only complete record of the collection as a whole. Only a handful of the original 
photographs are known to exist, and even copies (as here) are very rare. The plates here have 
been photocopied from an original set and although the quality is unfortunately inferior, they 
are still a highly important record of this magnificent collection and a most useful reference.

Consequently a very poor reprint was issued firstly in 1968 and then again (although sadly the quality was no improvement) 
in 1976.
